D. C., since February, 1958, when he and others associated 
with GERALD L. K. SMITH'S Christian Nationalist Crusade (CNC) 
presented a petition to Congressman WILLIAMS of Mississippi 
urging the impeachment of members of the United states supreme 
Court. He stated that he was in Oklahoma five rhonths ago, 
when he made speeches before meetings sponsored by "citizens 
councils"; that in his speeches there and elsewhere, he made no 
remark suggesting he ever received information from Army files; 
that he is acquainted with a few retired Army officers who, 
like himself, are engaged in "patriotic" activities, but 
that he has not quoted any one of them during the past year in 
a manner that would have led one to mistakenly think he was 
referring to information taken from military intelligence files. 
He said that he cannot understand anyone making such an 
allegation against him unless it be someone seeking to cause 
him trouble. 

Concerning himself, he volunteered that besides his 
connection with the CNC, he is an ordained minister of the 
Christian Church and a former moderator for that church in 
the Southwest; and that he has his own congregations in 
Lancaster and Los Angeles and is a friquent speaker before 
church groups throughout California. 'JHe added that he is also 
the Director of the California Anti-Communist League, an 
outgrowth of the California pastors Committee Against communism, 
which was Originally organized to apprise ministers of the 
danger of Communism and its inroads even into various churches;

out information concerning the activities of Reverend Wesley A. 

Swift, Lancaster, California, who was considered Smith's right-hand 
man in Los Angeles. When Smith, who was head of the CNC, appeared in Los 
Angeles for speeches he was usually accompanied on the stage or platform 
by Swift, who aften made the introduction. Swift, a minister of the 
Anglo-Saxon Christian Church of Lancaster, held weekly meetings in 
Los Angeles, where he continued to follow the line of Gerald Smith by 
speaking on communism, Jewish conspiracy in the US Government and 
similar related topics. Smith as head of a delegation called the 
Citizens Congressional Committee, with Wesley Swift,spoke in Washington, 
D.C., 6/27/53 to 7/2/53. They contacted Senators and Representatives 
advocating the abolishment of the UN, This group was apparently 
affiliated with the CNC.^ Swift was highly active in and occupied a 
position equivalent to State Organizer of the KKK in California prior 
to its dissolution in 1948. In September, 1953, it was reported that 
Swift accepted the responsibility of serving as legislative representative 
of the CNC. The newspaper, "The California Jewish Voice," on 3/18/55, 
stated that Swift and Smith were probably the most vicious of all 
hate-mongers. Swift as chairman of the committee on legislation of the CN 
spoke at a meeting in Washington, D.C., on 3/10/55. Swift opposed 
Earl Warren for Chief Justice because he had vetoed bills which required 
public school teachers to take a loyalty oath. Swift was Reported 
to have a"Black Shirt fully armed Fascist-like organization” in Lancaster 
which was to consolidate with Smith*s America First Party.

Swift was the number two man in California of the CKIE, bearing 
the title of "Elud," or chaplain of the "Realm." Swift was initiated 
into the Jacksonville, Florida unit of the United Florida KKK on 
9/14/62. Swift presided at numerous meetings of the CKIE. He stated 
the purpose of the CKIE was to preserve the US Constitution and the 
white race and to fight communism. Swift changed the name of KKE 
to the CKIE inasmuch as he stated that the Elan was illegal and the 
use of the CKIE would lend legality to the organization, but it 
would still be the KKK. This organization had a governing body 
called the "Tribunal" which allegedly included Swift. It was the 
business of this Tribunal to decide on the acts of violence performed 
by the organization. In December, 1963, during the struggle for 
power and control over the local organization between Swift and William 
Potter Gale, a close associate of Swift, the two decided to split 
up. Gale would remain as head of the CKIE while Swift would assume 
leadership of an organization called the CDL, which was nonviolent in 
nature. Swift stated in February, 1964, that he had disbanded the 
CKIE completely in the State of California, as he did not care to 
associate any longer with a group which advocated violence, and to do 
so might endanger.his church, the Church of Jesus Christ, Christian, 
and his position therein; that his future efforts would be concerned 
mainly with the CDL.
